The  credit  of  Gowland’s  Lotion,  and  the  injunction  under  which 
it  was  received,  would  always  have  prevented  Mr.  Dickinson 
from  fubmitting  to  any  mode  of  public  advertifement,  had  not  a 
fpurious  compofition  been  obtruded  on  the  world  through  the  hack- 
nied  and  humiliating  channel  of  a  newfpaper.  To  prevent,  then 
that  difappointment  which  mult  accrue  to  the  public  from  the  ineffi- 
cacy  of  fuch  a  preparation ;  to  prevent,  alfo,  that  difgrace  which 
might  attach  itfelf  to  the  genuine  article,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  t@ 
prefervehis  property,  he  is  compelled  to  adapt  a  limilar  mode. 

The  Lotion,  which  is  the  fubjeCl  of  the  above  Work,  was  oru 
ginally  invented  by  a  Medical  man,  folely  for  the  cure  of  Diseases 
in  THi  Skin,  generally  termed  Scorbutic .  Its  ufe,  however, 
foon  marked  out  for  it  a  field  far  more  extenfive ;  for  on  the  felf  fame 
principle  of  Medical  Science  that  it  eradicated  thefe  difeafes,  it  was 
found  by  every  perfon  who  had  made  ufe'  of  it,  to  have  fo  cleared 

the 
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the  complexion,  by  purging  the  Skin  of  thofe  acrid  particles  which 
indurate  and  thicken  it,  that  from  private  recommendation  alone, 
it  very  foon  became  an  appendage  Xo  every  fafhionable  toilet  in  the 
three  kingdoms  ;  and  the  alteration  they  found  in  t  hen f elves,  was  the 
bafis  of  its  eftablifhment,  and  not  hy  advertifement .* 

However  fingiilar  it  may  feem,  it  is  as  ftrangely  true,  that,  in 
exadf  proportion  as  difeafes  of  the  ikin  are  violent,  disfiguring,  and 
hideous,  in  the  fame  degree  exifts,  in  feme  people’s  minds,  objec¬ 
tion  to  their  cure,  from  a  monfirous  idea  that  Eruptions,  Pimples, 
Blotches,  and  Carbuncles,  are  indifpenfible  with  their  general  health  :  ■ 
whereas,  inftcad  of  confidering  them  as  arifing  from  any  contami¬ 
nated  Hate  of  the  blood,  they  ought  to  confider  them,  as  is  demon-

*  The  firft  circumftance  which  gave  rife  to  the  Lotion  was  a  cafe  wherein 
the  abilities  of  the  moil  eminent  medical  characters  in  the  kingdom  had  been 
vi nfuccefs fully  exerted.  As  this  remarkable  circumftances,  which  at  once 
eftablilhed  the  Lotion  in  all  the  polite  and  fafhionable  circles,  isftill  remem¬ 
bered  by  fcvme  of  the  mod  exalted  characters  at  St.  James’s,  we 
ihall  take  the  liberty  to  relate  it : 

The  once  lovely  and  much  celebrated  Dutchefs  of  Kingfton,  fwhen  Mifs 
Chudleigh]  was  one  of  the  Maids  ofHonour  to  the  Princefs  Dowager  of  Wales. 
In  fituations,  thus  elevated,  our  perfonai  accomplifhments  are  the  more  im¬ 
portant,  as  they  are  the  more  confpicuous  ;  indeed,  in  all  fituations,  beauty 
and  deformity  leave  upon  the  mind  very  different  imprefiions ;  with  a  face  and 
perfon  formed  to  command  the'admiration  of  a  court,  her  fkin  became  affeffed 
with  a  lumpy  thicknefs  and  opacity,  which  threatened  to  deftroy  her  beauty.

Cow  land,  tire  inventor  of  this  Lotion,  was  at  that  time  Apothecary  to  the 
houfehold  of  her  Royal  Highnefsthe  Princefs  Dowager  of  Wales,  (as  he  was 
afterwards  to  that  of  his  prefent  Majefty,)  and  was  confide: ed  a-s  one  of  the 
hoaefteft  meffof  his  profeilion  :  but  this  diftniguifhed  quality,  although  it  pro¬ 
cured  liim  the  Heady  countenance  and  protedlion  of  his  Sovereign,  operated 
differently  with  thofe  under  whom  he  acted  ( particularly  in  this  inltance.)  In 
the  capacity  of  Apothecary  tothe  houfehold,  he  made  up,  and  had  reludfantly 
aciminifteredto  their  patient  all  the  farrago  of  medicines  ordered  by  the  Phy- 
fieians;  and  when  their  ufelefs  efforts  had,  at  length,  intailed  disappointment,, 
grief,,  and  defpair  upon  the  lady,  Mr.  Gowland  produced,  and  recommended 
to  her  ufe,  this  Lotion  ;  in  a  very  fhort  time  its  effects  farexceeded  his  expedta- 
tion,  as  alfo  the  moft  f&nguine  hopes  of  Mifs  Chudleigh  ;  for  it  not  only  cured 
theeruption,  but  fo  far  purified  and  cleanfed  the  fkin  from  every  fpecies  of 
thicknefs  and  impurity,  it  had  formerly  poffefl’ed,  that,  by  the  ufe  ofGow- 
land’s  Lotion,  the finenefs of  hercomplexion  became  actually  proverbial.*

ftrated  in  this  Pamphlet,  as  mere  defeats  in  the  ikin, — defe&s,  in 
the  partialar  glands  and  veifels  of  the  Ik  in  where  they  happen  to  be 
Seated,  occafioned  by  a  depraved  fecretion  in  the  cutaneous  capillary 
arteries,  and  the  vicious  elaborated  matter  by  the  cutaneous  glands, 
from  their  being  in  a  preternatural  date ;  and  this  date,  all  kinds 
of  irritation,  even  expofure  alone ,  zoill  often  occafion  ;  which  is  one 
of  the  reafons  why  they  are  frequently  found  only  in  the  face.

Whatever,  therefore,  will  in- 
Sure  thefe  attainments  furely  cannot  fail  to  meet  with  attention  from 
all  thofe  who  regard  the  wholefomenefs  of  their  appearance,  or  the 
favour  of  the  world,  and  who  with  to  unite  beauty  with  the  more 
fubdantial  advantages  of  a  healthy  appearance.  The  enebt  cf  Gow> 
land’s  Lotion  being  directed  to  the  double  purpofe'  of  cleaniing  and 
and  clearing  the  ikin,  and  thereby  improving  the  complexion,  as 
well  as  to  cure  it,  when  in  a- date  of  difeafe,  an  atfeirdve  perufai  of 
this  work  will  therefore  be  found  interfiling  to  perfons  of  every  dc- 


feription  and  of  every  rank  in  life. 

It  is  to  be  lamented,  and  indeed  is  rather  hard,,  that  thofe  very 
perfons  whofe  ikins  are  moil  delicate,  and  naturally  bed  calculated 
to  exhibit  a  fuperior  degree  of  brilliancy  and  lull  re,  are  moil  fubjebt 
to  be  aifefted,  from  being  lead  competent  to  bear  thofe  ft  ablating 
changes  of  the  weather,  to  which,  in  this  country,  we  are  fo  con- 
expofed.  The  Thicknefs  and  Opacity  of  the  Complexion 
a  rife s  from  a  want  of  energy  in  the  ikin  to  oppofe  and  refill  the 
denfity  and  humidity  of  the  external  atinofphere.  The  infenfible 
perfpirable  matter  which  fhould  pafs  off  (and  which  in  ikins  o  a 
ilrong  coarfe  fibre  does  pafs  off  )  is,  in  delicate  textures,  prevented 
and  checked  in  its  efcape  from  the  pores  and  capillar;  artmiCs, 
where  it  is  condenfed,  and  lodges  in  the  extremities  or  thoC  vef- 
f els i  Thus  by  the  de  tendon  of  this  matter,  and  its  being  locked 
up  in  the  very  body  and  fubftance  of  the  {kin,  the  ikin  beco  ,  in¬ 
durated,  thickened,  and  opaque;  when  what  would  '  .dierwife 
have  been,  and  is  naturally,  the  boil  complexion,  evide  y  be¬ 
comes  the  worft.  It  is,  however,  fome  confolation  to  know,  that 
^  very  fhort  ufe  of  the  Lotion  will  prefently  difplay  the  fuper  urity 
they  actually  poifefs;  and  which  they  are  naturally  fo  well  entitled 
to  exhibit.

In  the  various  ohdinate  and  perplexing  maladies  for  which  the 
Lotion  is  recommended,  it  is  well  known  and  eftablifhed  in  thou¬ 


sands  of  the  moil  rpfpebtable  families,  as  the  only  Specific  ;  the  de¬ 
finable  effects  of  which  is  certain;  and,  however  pofitive  the  aiier- 
tion  may  feem,  its  truth  is  a  j unification,  namely,  that  there  never 
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yet  has  occurred  one  Jingle  injtance  where  any  individual  ( however 
objinate  the  cafe )  has  met  dif appointment,  who  has  barely  done  it  the 
jujlice  of  perfevering  through  the  ufe  of  two  Quart  Bottles }  as  directed  ; 
and ,  in  moft  injlances ,  one  will  have  the  ejfedt. 

It  is,  however,  neceifary  to  remark,  that  thefe  benefits  are  only

Gowland,  after  the  death  of  her  hufband,  and  for  fixteen  years 
after  he  -  death  ;  and  any  but  what  is  fo  prepared,  and  figned 
by  him  on  every  bottle,  is  affuredly  counterfeit,  and  a  difgrace  to 
the  genuine  medicine,  not  to  be  depended  upon,  and  for  the  effeHs 
of  which,  he  cannot  be  refponfible,  therefore  it  fhould  always  be 
enquired  for  by  the  name  of 

Dickinfon’s  Gowland’s  Lotion. 

This  caution  is  particularly  directed  againft  a  compofition, 
which  is  continued  to  be  fold  by  a  junto,  in  his  father-in-law’s 
old  houfe,  and  is  audacioufly  figned  with  his  name,  except  the 
initials,  M.  E.  and  fometimes  Maria  Elizabeth  Vincent,  al¬ 
though  there  is  no  fuch  perfon  in  exigence,  moreover  the  Mrs, 
Vincent,  who  had  aja  intereftin  it  under  Mrs.  Gowland’s  Will,  was 
named  Penelope,  and  died  in  December,  1786.* **  They  indeed 
go  fo  far  as  falfely  to  aftert  poflefiion  of  the  Recipe,  calling  them- 
felves  (<  foie  proprietors,”  and  their  uncertain,  if  not  dangerous 
mixtures,  “ the  only  Real  and  Genuine  Preparation.” — Now  nothing 
is  fo  eafy  as  to  aftert ;  but  the  Public  mud  not  be  impofed  on  by 
aflertion  ;  it  is  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  duty  to  defend  them  againft  it, 
whatever  may  be  the  expence,  or  what  to  him  is  more,  his  objec¬ 
tion  to  appearing  in  print,  except  againft  fuch  outrage : — He  re- 
quefts  he  may  not  be  miftaken ;  it  is  not  that  in  himfelf,  or  for 
himfelf,  he  oppofes,  or  would  oppofe,  thofe  perfon s,  or  take  the 
leaft  notice  of  them.  It  is  in  defence  of  the  Public  only  ;  and  the 
etters  and  applications  from  thofe  who  have  been  deceived  by  fal¬ 
lacious  Advertifements,  fimilar  Bottles,  coloured  window  Bills, 
/printed  in  imitation  of  thofe  with  which  for  years  he  has  fupplied 
his  venders,)  and  other  fervile  devices  that  compel  him  to  do  it  now. 

As  a  cover  to  their  deception  much  force  is  artfully  refted 
upon  a  Counfellor’s  opinion  ;  though  certainly  no  perfon  ever  fuf- 
pefted  that  Mr.  Mingay  acquired  his  legal  reputation  by  his  Medi¬ 
cal  knowledge.  This  is  not  meant  to  ridicule  him,  but  it  is  ridi¬ 
culous  to  fuppofe  that  Mr.  Mingay  fhould  know  any  thing  of  the 
compofition  of  medicine,  or  what  ingredients  conftituted  Gowland’s 

Lotion  ;

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Lotion  :  and  it  is  as  ridiculous,  and  a  grofs  infult  on  the  public 
underftanding,  to  fuppofe  the  artful  implication  can  exift  a  moment 
after  the  fpecious  mafk  is  drawn  afide.  Every  one  muft:  know  that 
it  is  only  u  from  the  circumstances  stated,”  a  Lawyer, 
gives,  or  can  form  any  opinion ;  therefore,  it  is  only  neceffary 
to  deceive  a  Counfellor  by  a  falfe  ftatement,  to  fecure  a  favour¬ 
able  opinion,  becaufe  you  befpeak ,  and  he  is  under  the  neceffity 
of  giving  a  falfe  opinion; — being  ignorant  of  the  true  fadts  he 
can  only  fpeak  ((  from  the  circumjtances  ftated ”  to  him.  Give 
any  man  the  liberty  to  make  out  his  own  cafe,  ex  parte ,  as 
thefe  people  have  done,  and  it  would  be  no  difficult  matter  for  him 
to  oblige ,  not  only  Mr.  Mingay,  but  the  whole  bar,  to  allow  that, 
<c  from  the  circumjtances  fated,”  the  entire  eftates  of  the  Duke  of 
Bedford,  or  of  any  other  perfon,  belonged  to  fuch  impoftor,  and 
not  to  the  undoubted  heirs  and  prefent  poffeifors.  Now  this  is  juft 
their  fort  of  claim,  and  this  is  that  fort  of  opinion,  as  Mr.  Min¬ 
gay  very  properly  obferves,  he  gave  (<  from  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  stated';”*  which  ftatement  was  clearly  intended  to  draw  him 
in  as  a  tool  to  aid  their  deftgn  on  the  public,  and  enriching  them- 
felves  by  means  of  Mr.  Dickinfon’ s  property. 

Another  tool  of  a  different  defeription,  and  now  almoft  too  no¬ 
torious  to  render  any  remark,  even  upon  what  he  fwears,  neceffary, 
has  alfo  been  brought  forward  under  fhe  fpecious,  though  deceitful, 
maik  of  an  Affidavit,  dating  that  he  was  empowered  by  Mr.  Dick- 
infon  to  make  thefe  people  a  pecuniary  offer.  Now  the  faff  is,  that 
this  Nichols  came  to  Mr.  Dickinfon  (whom  he  was  then  in  the 
practice  of  applying  to  for  pecuniary  relief,)  and  of  his  own  accord 
offered  to  put  an  end  to  this  invafton  of  his,  Mr.  Dickinfon’s,  pro¬ 
perty,  faying  he  was  authorifed  by  the  parties,  as  they  only  wanted  to 
raife  a  certain  fum  of  money. — -to  which  barefaced  effrontery  and 
audacious  attempt  at  impofition,  if  Mr.  Dickinfon,  even  in  ap¬ 
pearance,  feemed  to  liften,  it  was,  firft,  becaufe  he  could  procure 
no  redrefs  at  law  againft  a  non-entity,  there  being,  as  far  as  his 
Solicitor  can  find,  no  fuch  perfon  as  M.  E.  Vincent  to  ferve  a  legal 
procefs  upon;  andfecondly,  to  fave  the  credulous  part  of  the  public 
from  being  made  the  dupes  of  ufing  a  compofttion  which  if  it  did  no 
•'harm,  muft  in  their  minds  injure  the  reputation  of  the  genuine  medi¬ 
cine;- — for  he  could  not  poffibly  want  to  learn  how  to  make  Gow- 
■  land’s  Lotion,  which  he  had  been  in  the  eonftant  practice  of  pre¬ 
paring  for  many  years,  and  was  almoft  daily  receiving  teftimomals 
of  its  efficacy  from  perfons  of  the  firft  refpeciability  in  the  kingdom.

A  man,  let  him.be  ever  To  right*  can  do  no  more,  thofe  who 
are  wrong  not  To  much  ;  it  will  not  then  be  his  fault  that  any  Ihould 
become  the  dupes  bf  impofition,  but  their  own,  and  he  will  Hand 
acquitted  of  negleX,  or  difregard  to  the  public. 

In  the  year  1790,  Mr.  Dickinfon  entered  into  partnexfhip  with 
his  father-in-law,  from  whom  alone  thefe  perfons  can  even  pretend 
to  have  received  the  leafi  idea  of  the  recipe,  (for  to  Mr.  or  Mrs* 
Gowland,  their  family,  connexions,  or  executors,  they  were  entirely 
unknown,)  and  conduXed  the  entire  bulinefs  for  fome  time,  when 
the  latter  agreed  to  make  an  immediate  alignment  of  the  whole  pro¬ 
perty  to  him,  his  fon-in-law,  for  a  valuable  confideraiion,  and  upon 
condition  of  receiving  a  certain  annuity  in  lieu  of  the  profits  arifing 
therefrom. — Thefe  terms  being  acceded  to,  upon  executing  the 
alignment  he  made  a  folemn  affidavit,  that  he  never  had  before  given , 
or  ever  would  give  the  recipe  to  make  Gowland’ s  Lotion  to  any  other 
perfon  than  to  the  J 'aid  Robert  Dickinfon ,  whom,  upon  his  death,  he 
left  the  whole  and  foie  executor  of  his  will,  and  with  conformity 
to  which,  Mr.  Dickinfon  was  ordered  by  Government  to  receive, 
and  aXually  did  receive  by  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cook,  of  the  Exche¬ 
quer,  (who  refides  in  Chariot te-ftreet,  Bloomlbury,)  all  arrears  of 
falary,  and  monies  due  to  him  for  the  offices  he  held,  and  for  which 
faXs,  he  refers  to  the  MARQUIS  of  SALISBURY,  Chamberlain 
of  the  King’s  Houfehold. 

The  Articles  of  Partnerfhip,  drawn  by  Mr.  N.  Allen,  of  Lin¬ 
coln’s  Inn ;  the  alignment  and  the  annuity-bond,  drawn  by  Mr, 
Blagrave,  of  Thavies  Inn ;  the  affidavit,  figned  by  W.  Mafon, 
Efq.  before  whom  it  was  fworn ;  and  an  attefted  copy  of  the  will, 
may  be feen  at  Mr.  Dickinfon’ s  houfe.  No.  55,  Long- Acre. 

Such  being  the  faXs,  it  would  be  almoft  infulting  the  moll 
common  under  Handing  to  urge  any  thing  farther  in  proof  of  the 
infiduous  attempts  to  infringe  on  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  property,  and 
of  his  incontejlible  right  (arifing  from  purckafe}  and  not  from  any 
plea  of  confanguinity )  to,  and  affual  poffeffion  of.  Dr.  Gowland’s 
real  and  genuine  Recipe: — it  remains  therefore  only  to  (hew 
that  Mr.  Dickinfon’s  knowledge  of  its  compofition ,  is  equal  to  his 
right,  and  that  the  quantity  which  has  been  made  and  vended  by 
him  for  many  years  has  been  no  lefs  efficacious  than  when  prepared 
by  the  ingenious  inventor  himfelf : —  this  he  conceives  the  following 
authentic  teftimonials  tranfmi-tted  to  him  at  different  periods,  and 
taken  from  feveral  hundred  others  (fee  the  Pamphlets)  as  well  known 
and  refpeXable,  mull  put  beyond  all  doubt  or  controverfy.
